Dear Sir: 

I have yours of February 27, at hand, and in reply thereto beg 
leave to make the following statements : 

The grade of Morrell. Hill, so called, was evened up by filling 
depressions and cutting down elevations, the greatest cut being 
about five inches at a point near the top of the hill at Station 1, as 
shown on the plan, and the greatest fill being a little over one 
foot, which fill was made between Stations 2 and 3, as shown on 
the plan. The top of the hill, after completion, is at most points 
lower than before work was commenced, and is at no point more 
than two inches higher than before work commenced. 

From-your letter I should judge that some critics claimed that 
the top of the hill had been filled, and that the grade of the hill is 
steeper now than before any work was done. I would state, on 
the contrary, that where the steepest grade on the hill before any 
work was done was 5 1-2 feet rise in too feet length, the steepest 
grade after work was completed is about 4 1-4 feet rise to 100 
feet in length. 

In regard to gravel used would say that the gravel is as good as 
could be obtained in that vicinity, and I consider it a very fair 
quality. Anh 

In reference to advertising for bids would say that the notice to 
contractors was advertised in the Manchester Uzon, August 23-31, 
inclusive (eight times,) and in addition to the advertisement, 
notice was mailed to each of twenty-five different contractors.

DIVISION I. 


This school for the entire year has been in charge of Miss Mary 
E. Folsom, a teacher of last year. Always genial in and out of the 
school room, she won the confidence of pupil and parent, and at all 
times on our visits to this school the scholars were attentive and 
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had work to do. Miss Folsom, a graduate of Sanborn Seminary, 
where she was a leading scholar of her class, as a teacher in our 
schools, instils into her pupils that degree of thoroughness which 
as a pupil herself marked her scholastic standing. Division 1 
should certainly retain her services for another year. 


DIVISION 2. 


This school, again the largest in town, is without doubt the most 
difficult to manage and the hardest to attain results, not because 
of any lack of brightness of its pupils, but from the fact that a 
roguishness is apparent that is not manifest in the other schools. 
The Spring term was taught by Miss Susie O. French, a teacher of 
many years’ experience, who not only attained results as a teacher, but 
proved herself a lady of rare qualities, and it was with reluctance 
that we accepted her resignation at the commencement of the Fall 
term. We believe in keeping the old standbys. However, on 
Short notice we considered ourselves fortunate when we engaged 
the services of Miss Mary E. Bartlett, of Lee, who came highly 
recommended not only in point of service as a teacher, but as an 
educator whose methods were along the line of progression. The 
success of Misses Smart and French, former teachers, still fresh in 
the minds of the parents, made it more difficult for any teacher to 
succeed. But by persistent efforts in and out of the school room 
Miss Bartlett has along general lines been a successful teacher. It 
must be borne in mind that a perfect teacher is difficult to find, 
but should be retained when secured. 


DIVISION 3. 


This school has for the entire year been in charge of Miss J. Maud 
French, a graduate of Robinson Seminary, the youngest of a 
family of teachers which Stratham claims with pride. Her school 
room always in an orderly manner, scholars prompt in recitation, 
bespeaks for this teacher success. Your committee on each visit 
found the teacher alive to her work and with but one feature not 
approved of by them, the last remnant of the Supervisory System, 
the sand box. We, however, recommend her retention for the 
next year. 
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DIVISION 4. 


Miss Isabel Burtt, a teacher of little experience, was given this 
school at the beginning of the Spring term, which she taught with 
much succéss ; your committee at once secured her services for the 
remainder of the school year. Miss Burtt, although young, yet by 
force of character in and out of the school room won a place in 
the hearts of pupil and parent. Her methods with the younger 
pupils are excellent and could be well copied by other teachers. 
Although this school is small, yet its pupils are entitled to as good 
instruction as the other districts, which it has always been your 
committee’s aim to procure. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


In making a review of the past year we find the conditions 
that are so essential in a model school system existing in our town, 
andl by frequent visits to other towns and observing their methods: 
of education would frankly say that we are not above improve- 
ment, yet our schools are superior to many. ‘The thoroughness of 
teachers in our schools is lacking in many of our sister towns; we 
say this not to criticise our neighbors, but to make us more content 
and to impress upon some parents that our schools are not upon 
the decline. 

We find the teaching of the Supervistory System nearly 
eradicated with the exception of one school; yet it is hoped by 
persistent observation of the teacher that this sand hill education 
will be banished from the school room never to return and not 
absent only when the School Board is present. It should be borne 
in mind that in the selection of the teachers rests the education of 
the pupil to some extent and none but competent instructors should 
be secured. But with competent teachers and a willing School Board, 
without co-operation of parent and pupil our schools will be a 
failure. We congratulate pupil, teacher, School Board and parent 
that harmony is abroad and the trouble hunter is not in evidence. 

It has always been our aim to secure the best teachers, pay 
them good wages and thereby give to our school children the 
benefit of money and brains. 
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Parents should be judicial in their criticisms of the teacher and 
not exercise the right of speaking openly apainst the teacher in 
the presence of the pupil, as a great and lasting wrong is ofttimes 
done not only to the teacher but to the pupil. We ask of parents 
consideration of this great wrong. Some parents. have criticised 
the teacher to the School Board, but not for the mere fact of finding 
fault but for the benefit of the school; we thank all such parents at 
this time and invite them to do likewise in the future. With those 
who have not the courage of their conviction to openly assail the 
School Board we sympathize. But those who speak to us for 
the good of our common schools we most heartily thank and 
recognize as public benefactors. For the continued prosperity of 
the Common School System we remain
